PRISON BARN IS 
DAMAGED BY FIRE 


Eastern Penitentiary Barn Borns 
And Convicts Aid In Bat­ 
tling Flames 


(International New» Service) 
PHILADELPHIA, July 25. — Fire 
which destroyed the main barn at the 
new Eastern Penitentiary, near G rat­ 
er ford, and for a time menaced oth­ 
er buildings, was completely extin­ 
guished today following a two-hour 
fight last night, in which 19 convicts 
participated. 
The 19 convicts 
picked 
as 
fire 
fighters all reported to Capt. Elmer 
Leithelser, deputy warden, as soon ss 
the fire had been brought under con­ 
trol. About 155 other convicts, most 
of them trusties, were kept in their 
barracks, inside the stockade, 
and 
some distance away from the burning 
barn. 
There was no disorder. 
Five horses were burned to death 
in the fire, while about a dozen oth­ 
ers were rescued by the convicts. The 
blaze is believed to have started from 
spontaneous combustion in the loft.

HE announcement of the intention of the American Federation 
of Teachers to work for a universal compulsory education law 
for all children under 18 years of age as a remedy for juveni e 
delinquency appears to be based on the assumption that moral de­ 
linquency may be prevented by quantity rather than the qua 1 y 
of the instruction. 
It may be desirable that no child be permit­ 
ted to end its schooling until the age specified, but adding a year 
or more to the compulsory age will not of itself operate to attain 


the end sought. 
It is said that inadequately educated young persons are re­ 
vealed to grow delinquent morally as well as in industrial and com- 
rtiercial advance, but by no means all of education is in the schools. 
By far the more valuable part is received in the home, if it be had 
at all. 
More schooling might help much but it would not do all de­ 
sirable in diminishing delinquency. 
If the right kind of principles 
are inculcated even though schooling be ended before one is 18 
there is very little peril of lapsing into delinquency.

PARIS, July 25.—That the French 
woman is her worst enemy in the 
struggle for the vote, is once more be­ 
ing proved by a questionnaire in “La 
Presse.” The majority of the women 
who have given their opinion on tha 
subject show plainly that the world 
of politics does not interest them. 
“Down with Votes for Women,” 
writes Madame Chlappe, wife of the 
well-known Prefect of Police. 
“I 
think Women Suffrage would be the 
ruination of French family life. 
“The wife who must work to keep 
the pot boiling is already sufficiently 
separated from her family by her 
daily occupations without having po­ 
litical meetings and societies to at­ 
tend. 
“And among the more intelligent 
classes, there are enough conjugal 
troubles, more or less serious, without 
adding those which could very easily 
arise from differences in political 
views. 
“Certainly, women are more compe­ 
tent than men in solving certain so­ 
cial problems, such as the education 
of children, children’s 
courts 
and 
prohibition, etc., but every woman 
can exert her influence in the most ef­ 
ficacious manner without going to the 
polls. Woman’s place is in the home, 
as much today as in the time of our 
great grandmothers. 
I admit that 
an unmarried woman might occupy 
herself with such questions, but in 
this case she should never marry.” 
Madame Rachilde, celebrated French 
writer ,does not want to vote because 
it would be “a big nuisance” and 
she prefers to spend her time doing 
other things. But she sees no incon­ 
venience for others of her sex to go 
to the polls if they feel like it and 
wishes that a few smart women would 
clean out the house of representatives 
and senate in France.

The old negro, who died recently, 
was the only drummer the famous 
Light Guard ever had. 
When Sessums was 
buried, 
the 
prominent and wealthy of the city 
followed the casket to the cemetery 
Race Forgotten 
William States Jacobs, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church.- and 
one of the state’s leading ministers, 
officiated at the funeral services. Race 
and creed were forgotten as the aged 
negro was laid to rest. 
Sessums became drummer 
when 
the Houston Light Guard was organ­ 
ized in 1873. A few years later the 
company went to New Orleans to 
compete with crack drill teams from 
all over the United States. 
At that 
time the negro was working as a 
janitor in a bank. 
Determined to go along with his 
“boys” as he called members of the 
Guard, Sessums told his employer he 
“Jes had to go even if the darned ole 
bank went busted.” 
He went, and 
lost his job. 
A Proud Member 
The young men who •formed the 
Light Guard grew to mature age and 
the Light Guard Veterans Associa­ 
tion was formed. 
Sessums proudly 
claimed membership in the new or­ 
ganization and beat his drum for 
| them whenever the opportunity of­ 
fered. 
Surrounded by men who had heard 
him play his drum for nearly half 
a century, the old nego died in a 
local hospital for whites while men 
prominent in the city’s ccmmeFcial 
and social life choked 
back 
their 
tears. 
“Ah’m a black man but a Light 
Guard,” the old fellow proudly whis­ 
pered a few moments 
before

death.

to Rochester, a distance of 25 miles, 
there is to be a six-track railroad re­ 
located in many places.* 
Whiter stated that already a part 
of the gigantic program is under way. 
The lines along the north bank of 
the .Allegheny river and the south 
bank of the Monongahela, he said, 
have been improved by an expendi­ 
ture of $15,000,000 in the past five 
years. 
To Build Terminal 
The first section of the North Side 


to Rochester improvement is under 
way between Shields and Glen Os­ 
borne, Whiter stated. 
This section 
will be completed within a year and 
will permit work to be started on the 
secticn between Rochester and Con­ 
way. 
Outlining the huge program, Whiter 
said that in Pittsburgh both freight 
and passenger terminals will be re­ 
constructed. 
It is the hope of the 
Pennsylvania officials, he 
said, 
to 
build the finest produce terminal in 
the world. 
In view of this program in Pitts­ 
burgh the railroad company has pur­ 
chased at a cost of $12,000,000 three 
pieces of property and has author­ 
ized an appropriation of $5,000,000 
for immediate construction. 
R. B. Mellon, president of the Mel­ 
lon National Bank and Howard Heinz, 
president of the H. J. Heinz Com­ 
pany, both of whem are directors of 
the railroad board, have been large­ 
ly responsible for bringing about this 
program of reconstruction, Whiter 
said.

My only use for Harlem is as a 
place to get things like southern fried 
chicken, com pone, cream gravy, old- 
fashioned short cake and such other 
foods as are known only in poorly im­ 
itated form in other sections of New 
York. 
Negroes are among the hap­ 
piest of the world’s people, and one 
reason is that they like to eat and 
know how to do it. 
Harlem revels not only in the foods 
to which the southern states owe the 
negro an appreciable debt, but also a 
variety of other palate-tickling dishes 
brought into the section by blacks 
from the West Indies, South America, 
and even from Africa.* For Harlem 
is the Paris of the blacks, their great 
crossroads of the world. 
Chicken is not, as Is popularly sup­ 
posed, the most favored of negro co­ 
mestibles. Pork has that distinction. 
And negroes utilize portions of the 
hog almost unknown to “white folks' 
in the preparation of unforgetable 
dishes. There are, for instance, chit­ 
terlings, which are a part of the in­ 
testines. 
They are boiled for hours 
with salt and spices. Ah-h-h! 
They 
are the richest of all foods in pepsin, 
and hence are a reason why negroes 
have good digestions. 
And there is the tany&n, a food 
from the tropics which is imported 
especially for Harlem’s use. It comes 
from the West Indies, and is some­ 
thing like a combination of potato and 
artichoke. Another popular vegetable 
Is the eddo, likewise a tuber. Anothc r 
Harlem vegetable is the fines, which 
are like small squashes and cucum­ 
bers. Cut into strips, they are made 
savory in soups and stews. 
Harlem knows the yam, or sweet 
potato, in an infinite variety. 
Huge 
yams from the West Indies, weigh­ 
ing two or three pounds, are baked, 
fried and otherwise made into dishes 
that no sound palate can do ought 
but glory in. And Harlem loves sugar j 
cane. Stalks of it are sold in season i 
8a a confection. And one recounting 
Harlem’s foods mustn’t forget the 
baked bananas and baked plantains, 
the latter being a somewhat larger- 
sized banana wtih a slightly differ­ 
ent taste.

New Wilmington Minister 
Tells Of Experiences In 
His Tour Abroad 


REV. J. R. NEALE 


Rev. J. R. Neale, 
pastor 
of 
the 
United Presbyterian church at New 
Wilmington, who Is now on a tour of 
Europe, has written the following in­ 
teresting letter to friends at New Wil­ 
mington. of some of his observations 
In England. 
London, England, July 9th, 1928. 
Dear Friends: 
Amidst the very busy schedule laid 
out for the members of the Ameri­ 
can Seminar, Just these few lines, as 
my first report. The two weeks since 
I left home have been full of unique 
experiences for a common person like 
me. 
We arrived 
on 
schedule 
in 
Southampton, June 29th, and motored 
to the historic city of Salisbury, where 
we spent the night. 
This is one of 
the very interesting historic centers 
of England, and Incidentally a sec­ 
tion of rare charm and beauty. Pass­ 
ing through this section, as we did, 
by Char-a-banc of bus, we were priv­ 
ileged to observe rural southern Eng­ 
land, as we could not have done by 
rail. 
The country through here is 
roiling, 
and 
richly decorated with 
f nparently prosperous farms, flour­ 
in g with fields of wheat, gardens 
* . vegetables and flowers, and some of 
as fine stock as I have ever seen 
anywhere in America. 
One thing I 
can say for the farmer of England 
•o far as I have observed, he keeps 
no scrub stock of any kind, and farms 
In the most up-to-date fashion. 
I 
hope yet before leaving England to 
visit some of the farmers of England 
In their own homes and endeavor to 
see for myself something 
of 
their

manner of life, and habits of thought. 
I was greatly interested in Salis­ 
bury, especially because of its Ca­ 
thedral. 
It is one of the finest of 
England, dating back to the sixteenth 
century or earlier. We spent the night 
in Salisbury, and were pleased to dis­ 
cover that in the “Old George” Hotel 
where some of us were stopping t here 
was also the distinguished, or Shall 
we 
say 
notorious 
guest, 
Sinclair 
Lewis. 
We made the discovery 
by* 
chance and four of us were invited 
to have a chat with him in his room. 
It was a really pleasant evening, and 
gave some of us an opportunity to 
air our views, first hand, concerning 
some of his literary productions par­ 
ticularly, “Elmer Gantry.*’ 
Three of 
us were ministers, and strange to say, 
he seemed pleased that we were, at 
all, interested in him, following the 
strangely popular caricature of a rep­ 
resentative preacher. 
My impression 
from this visit is that he wrote this 
book as well as all his other books 
for financial gain, without regard for j 
his own private views. 
The following morning, we contin- j 
ued our Journey toward .London, stop­ 
ping at Windsor Castle, Eaton Col­ 
lege, and Stoke Poges. 
The former 
place as you may remember is the 
retreat of the King and Queen of 
England. 
They had just gone from 
the Castle, not knowing, I suppose, 
that I was coming. 
This Castle is 
a place of rare magnificence. 
Roy­ 
alty is ingrained in every stone and 
furnishing of the place. 
I was in­ 
terested likewise in Eaton College, per­ 
haps the most exclusive and most dis­ 
tinguished college of all the Realm. 
It was upon the athletic fields of 
Eaton, one has remarked, that the 
battle of Waterloo was won. 
But I 
think the most interesting of all these 
places was the quiet little Country 
Church and 
Churchyard 
of 
Stoke 
Poges, the scene of Gray’s “Elegy.” 
There are still the same old grave 
stones, the same yew trees in whose 
shade, the Poet must have sat and 
mused. 
Near by in an open field 
where still, at the eventide the low­ 
ing herd winds slowly o'er the lea. 
What a contrast this place to the 
royal grandeur of Windsor, or the 
classic atmosphere of Eaton. 
One of the well-known stanzas of 
the “Elegy kept ringing through my 
ears throughout the remainder of the 
day, as we hurried on to the city of 
London: 


“The boast of heraldry, the pomp of 
power, 
And all that beauty, ail that wealth 
ere gave 
Await alike the inevitable hour, 
The paths of glory lead but to the 
grave.” 


We arrived in Lindon about six o’­ 
clock in the evening, and found our 
places of abode fen: the sojourn of 
three weeks here. 
In the meantime 
we have been listening every day to 
such notables as Lord Astor, Arthur 
Greenwood M. P. and only today had 
tea with Sir Ramsey McDonald, after 
which he spoke to us, likewise his 
colleague, Mr. Arthur Henderson M. 
P. 
I Just accidentally met at din­ 
ner a few evenings ago Gilbert Ches­ 
terton, having only a brief visit with 
him. Well I am not certain whether 
I can stand all this high-brow stuff 
or not. 
I almost feel at times like 
Alice in Wonderland, but am really 
an insight into the problems of our 
English relatives which is greatly in­ 
creasing my respect and sympathy for 
them. Incidentally, the Kellogg Peace 
Proposal is meeting with great ap­ 
proval and applause everywhere here. 
I feel, that while the present Govern­ 
ment is slow to accept it, yet event­ 
ually, it cannot resist the popular de- 
I mand. 
If I can find another moment along 
the way, I may continue this rather 
scattering and informal line at an­ 
other time.

T want to get it over with 
and I don’t want my father and sis­ 
ters to have to appear in court.” 
The father and sisters were absert 
from the farm at the time of the 
slayings.
